many men were aboard the 
missing plane. 

The Navy said the missing 
plane wag on a “routine patrol 
flight at the Ume of the ottack.” 

The Defence Secretary, Mr 
Charles Wilson, read the United 
ubout the missing 
plane and, in answer to a re 
quest for comment, wrote this 
note: “nothing at this time be- 
yond what he Navy has fe- 
ported.’” 

The last Incident In a long 
series of clashes between Amcri- 
can and Communist planes took 
place on June 22, 1955, when 
two Russian MIG-15s attacked: 
a Nuvy Neptune patrol bomber 
near the Bering Strait. The 
plane crashianded on St Law- 
rence Islund In the Bering Sea 
wnd ail the crew survived.
